Red Cross in Russia 


One of the wealthiest, best organ— 
ized und most powerful Red Cross 
associations is thaveof Russia. Lt 
bas been érgunized for a great num-, 
ber of years. The Red Cross nurses 
of Russia Jive in communities, and 
are culled sisters, though they take 
no vows and are free to leave when- 
ever they like. They niaintain the 
Red Cross hospitals in the Various | 
cities, and in addition take charge of 
homes for wounded soldiers aud the, 
widowsand orphans of soldiers Kill- | 
ed in battle. These nurses or} 
“sisters’’ receive a training of two! 
years before thev are admitted into 
the Red Cross society. There is an 
additional training cf three years 
for tbe Stmatrons” or ‘“physician’s 
assistants.” These matrons receiye , 
a defree and are perm'tted to prac- 
tice medicine. Some of these nurse 8) 
form what is called ‘flying detach- 
ments,” aod follow the truops in the; 
field, going 2bout on the battlefiel 1 
looking for ‘the woundéd’, | Their 
courage and deyotion in the face of 
danger has called forth the admira- |

For us—with ‘the 
memory of many’ similar occasions an 
mind—it had no. illusions; and “we 
prophesied then that, almost before the 
sound of the explosion had died away, it 
would be forgotten by the general public, 
and a great part of the solicitude .ex- 
| pressed. for the widows and orphans left 
behind, would also have evaporated, like 
any other gas. f ‘ 


After the disaster o general relief fund 
was opened. To that the Dontinion 
government contributed $60,000. and the 
provincial government of Alberta gaye 

($20,000. The miners of District 18 of 
the United Mine Workers of Ameriéa, 
, themselves started u separate fund out of 
their meagre earning of three-day weeks. 


That brought in the sum of $6,759.20. 
The Alberta government has appointed 
a commission to distribute the genéral 
fund which contains the contribution of 
the province. This commission docs not 
contain one representative of the miners, 
even though all the killed were members 
of the union, and despite the fact that 
the Alberta government has been asked 
by the district executive board, the pre- 
sent members of the Iillerest union, 
and the dependents of the dead miners, 
to puta miner on that body. The re 
sult is, that up to the present the only 
relief given out by the commission is $25 
to every dependent resident in the pro- 
vince of Alberta. 
reason whatever, are refused relief, 0 
meet the dire needs of these people, the! 
miners haye given $25 to each of heads oF 
out of the miners* fund. 

As things are at this moment, the 
situation is nothing short of a deadlock, 
due to the callous stupidity of the Al- 
berta government. There is not a shred 
of reason—either on grounds of economy 
or otherwise—for such a decision. With 
the bread-winner gone forever, many of 
these poor families have had to seatte r 
to the four winds, and in some cases 
| leave the province, in pursuit of bread? 


other parts under the impression that 
the money which was contributed for] 
their relief would at least prevent then 
from becoming a tax upon the slender 
resources of those who have befriended 
them in their bereavement. The miners 
were desirous of haying one central fund 
distributed by a relief commission con- 
taining at least one of their representa- 
tives, and were willing to hand over the 
money collected by,them to that fund, 
But they can see that to do so as mat- 
ters are, would practically mean that 
they abandon those dependents who live 
outside Alberta to the uncharitable 
cision of the relief committee. 


So they intend to hold on to their 
money, and relieve outside dependents 
as long as it will last, or until the pro- 
vincial government takes a more com- 
prehensive and human yiew of the 
question by extending the benefits of the 
general fund to all those left anprovided 
for by the dead miners, We heartily 
support the minery in the breadth of 
sympathy and commonsense displayed 
by them in face,of such petty and nar- 
row-minded officialism as they have to 
contend with, and we feel that will be 
the view of every man and woman who 
has a spark of humaw feeling in their 
nature, This is no case where the qual- 
ity of merey would be strained by men 
with minds bigger than those of gnats,
